Since the Harrisburg convention there 
can be no longer any doubt that 
not only the better classes, 
but the great mass, the overwhelming ma- 
jority of Republicans are opposed to a third 
term. Nevertheless Grant will be nom- 
inated by the machine.“ Then most of 
the anti-Grant Republicans will submit. 
Blaine will submit and take the stump for 
Grant. So will John Sherman. So will 
most of the anti-Grant leaders. It 
will be a desperate campaign. The 
Republican standpoint must be that 
the life of the nation?“ is still 
at stake, that Grant is again as ne— 
cessary to “save the country“ as he was in 
1864, that the “solid South“ and the“ Con- 
federate brigadiers“ are just as dangerous 
as they were during the war, that a “strong 
man’’ is needed at the helm, that those ‘*‘who 
caused the war, with all its terrible suffer- 
ings, should not govern those who saved 
the Union,“ etc., etc., etc. Grant's nomi- 
nation means this standpoint, means 
war, war, War, means an appeal for a 
“solid North,“ means the arousing of the 


worst passions, sectional, national, and 
even religious, by the most desperate dem- 
agogues and partisans this country ever 
Witnessed. 

Yet Grant will not be elected. 

The great fallacy of the day is to as- 
sume Democratic weakness because the 
party does not present one person of great 
prestige and fame upon whom it has united. 
“Who is your man?“ is the usual inquiry 


| by Republicans. 


The Democratic candidate is the Great 
Unknown. 

Whoever shall be nominated will receive 
the cordial support of the party. Whoever 
receives that support will be elected as 
against Grant, who will repel independent 
voters and can expect nothing but the 
strict party vote—which is notoriously 
in a minority. 

People should read and remember Amcri- 
can history. It is full of examples against 
Grant, full of evidence that Presidential 
candidates who have the greatest name and 
prestige are defeated by comparatively 
obscure opponents, by men who were 


hardly known before their nomination. 


Remember the Polk campaign of 1844. 


‘The Whigs had swept the country at the 
preceding election of 1840. They had the 
Government and the prestige of the 


successful party. They had Henry 


Clay as their Presidential candi- 
date—probably the best Known Ameri- 


can of that day. The Democrats, 
to the utter astonishment of the country, 
nominated Polk, a perfect obscurity. It 
was said that after Polk’s nomination no 
man was safe. In point of personal re- 
nown, personal magnetism and talents, a 
more striking contrast could not be im- 
agined than that between the illustrions 
Clay andthe unknown Polk. During the 
whole campaign Clay had the npise, blus- 
ter and apparent enthusiasm, as Grant may 
have it, on his side. Yet Clay was badly 
beaten and Polk became President. 
Remember the campaign of 1852. The 
Whigs had againcarried the country under 
General Taylor at the preceding election 
of 1848. They again had the prestige 
of success, and the Governmental 
machine. Their candidate for the 
Presidency was General Winfield Scott 
—the “great hero of the Mexican 


can had greater renown or prestige 
at that day. The Democrats again aston- 
ished the country by nominating a small 
man from a small State—Pierce, from little 
New Hampshire. Again, Gen. Scott had 
the apparent enthusiasm of the people, had 
the great noise and bluster; yet when the 
votes were counted he was found over- 
whelmingly beaten. The Democrats them- 
selves were astonished at the magnitude of 
their victory, Pierce carrying 254 electoral 
votes against Gen. Scott's 42! 

If Gen. Grant is nominated he will have 
great military prestige and noise and 
bluster and enormous money interests to 
aid him. But he cannot buy votes 
enough to be elected. He can only 
be elected by an improbable act 
of Democratic stupidity. He will 
have to run not only against a Demecratic 
candidate, backed by a thoroughly united 
and enthusiastic party, but against Ameri- 
can history, against American traditions 
and precedents, against the power of mo- 
mentous issues, ideas and patriotic feeling, 
against the logic of common-sense 
and self-government, against the ex- 
ample and teachings of Washington, 
Jefferson and Jackson—against the very 
pledges and platforms of his own party. 

If Grant is nominated, history will repeat 
itself, and he will be defeated just as Clay, 
Scott, Cass and Van Buren were—by com- 
paratively obsure men. 

But who will be this Great Unknown? 


OUR SAUCY GENERAL. 

Ir is about time for the American people 
to pause and ask themselves whither they 
are drifting and whether there are avy citi- 
zens in this country whom the General of 
the Army is bound to respect. Recently 
Representative Speer, of Georgia, introduced 
in the lower house of Congress a bill to 
prohibit the bands of the Army from playing 
on Sunday. Mr. Speer is not only a religi- 
ous man, but he is one of those choice 
spirits who lay awake of nights in dyspep- 
tic efforts to hit upon some ingenious 
plan by which the Government can 
be induced to save a dollar or two a year 
by the practice of Poor Richard’s school of 
economy. Mr. Speer discovered years ago 
that the army bands were offending Deity 
by the performance of purely secular music 
on Sunday, and he estimated that the cost 
to the Government in the wear and tear of 
instruments on that day and the destruction 
of drum-heads amounted to over $100 per 
annum. In order to save this expense and 
at the same time establish the religious 
credit of our country, Mr. Speer offered 
his bill providing for the putting down of 
the horns of the military ungodly on Sun- 
day. General Sherman, who is an 
infidel and a man of sin, was 
very naturally incensed at this propo- 
sition to deprive the army of its Sunday 
music. He sat down and wrote a letter to 
Speer in which he swore that if the bill was 
passed he would immediately withdraw the 
troops in garrison at Atlanta so that the 
Georgia gentleman’s constituency would 
he deprived of music and display on week 
days as well as on Sunday. The garrison 
at Atlanta, with its swell band, is the big- 
gest thing, in a social way, in Georgia, and 
us soon as the Atlanta people heard of 
Sherman’s letter they gave Spear a piece 
of public sentiment which fairly knock- 
ed him out of his seat. Very naturally 
Spear is érritated by Sherman’s method 
of expressing opposition to his measure 
and regards® his conduct as an at- 
tempt unduly to influence legisla— 
tion and to intimidate a Representative in 
Congress in the discharge of his public du- 
ties. He therefore proposes to rise toa 
personal explanation, and to call the Gen- 
eral of the Army to account for threatening 
to use his official influence to defeat a meas- 
ure pending in Congress and for attempt- 
ing to intimidate members of the House. 
One ofthe rules of the War Department 
requires that all officers of the army in ad- 
dressing communications to Congress, or 
to the members thereof, in reference to any 
subject of legislation, shall forward them 
through the Secretary of War. Mr. Speer 
claims that Gen. Sherman is subjected to 
reprimand for violation of this regulation. 
This is not the first time that Sherman has 
attempted to bulldoze members of Con- 
gress, anfl it wouldn't be at all a bad thing 
for the great law-makers to notify him offi- 
cially that his business in Washington is to 
draw salary, dance, the German and preside 
at big dinners, and that lobbying for or 
against measures before Congress is not 
one of his duties.

MYSTERIOUS SELF-MURDER. 


Carl Kueberich Poisons Himself Be- 
cause He Hated a Man. 


Carl Kueberich, a German tanner, aged al- 
most forty-four, died this morning at 2612 
Columbus street from the effects of a dose of 
Paris green administered by his own hand. 
The deceased was a hard-working, iadustrious 
man who was supporting a family on $10 a 
week,and the united testimony of his neighbors 


bears out his excellent character. His body 
is lying ina bed in the backjroom of his house, 
covered with asheet, and Shis face bears yet 
very evident traces of the suffering he has un- 
oergone in the last two days. An inquest on 
his remains was begun attwo o’clock this 
afternoon by Dr. Auler and 
Mr. Frank- O’Neil, and his wife, 
Pauline Kueberich, was examined. She tes- 
tified that her husband came home on Mon- 
day last about noon, and hung up his hat and 
coat, and as it was very unusual for him to 
come home while he should be at work, she 
questioned him closely, but he parried all 
ber questions, telling her that 
nothing was the matter with him, 
and taking a vessel he went out and came back 
soon with some beer. He then called his two 
little girls to him, kissed them and gave them 
some of the beer, took the glass himself and 
pus some green powder in it, filled it with 

er and drank off the otion. He 
then called his wife, told her he had 
taken poison and bade her good-bye, 
undressing himself at the same time and <et- 
ting into the ded. The elosest questioning 
could develop no reason for the tragedy furth- 
er thaa that he hated a man whom he would 
not tell, but it is supposed some one at the 
tannery. Medical aid wassummoned at once, 
and the spasms began to come on him 
about 3 o’clock in the afternoon. From that 
time on Monday until 2:30 this morning he 
has tossed from side to side of his bed, tor- 
tured by convulsion after convulsion, which 
racked him terribly. The only remark he 
made was between two of _ the par- 
oxysms, when he groaned: This is too much 
pain. had done better to go into 
the river; then I would be now dead.“ His 
wife is utterly unable te account for the rea- 
son of this suicide. She says that when he 
would read of a suicide in the papers he 
would always manifest much contempt for the 
wretches who took their own lives. 

The Coroner is sitting without a jury, and 
the inquest will be concluded this afternoon,
